As a natural consequence, the quality of work is improved, the quantity of work is 
increased, unnecessary operations are eliminated, and spoilage and accidents are 
greatly reduced. Greater profits are the logical result with maximum production 
and minimum costs. 



Increased Production. Uniform light assures 
accurate vision, which in turn permits an ease in 
operation and a high maintenance of labor speed. 
Tests conducted under actual working conditions 
show that production is increased from 10 to 25 
percent with improved illumination. 

Reduced Costs. Shadows prevent quick, easy- 
vision and prolong the time necessary for each 
individual operation. A comparative time study- 
under these circumstances and under conditions 
where good lighting exists will immediately show a 
greatly reduced unit cost under the latter. 



Decreased Spoilage. Eyes tire quickly under 
poor light. The result is general fatigue and care- 
lessness, to which a high spoilage rate often testi- 
fies. Good illumination promotes an atmosphere 
of alertness which is highly effective in reducing 
waste. 

Prevention of Accidents. The greatest tragedy 
of most industrial accidents is the fact that they 
are unnecessary, and that in the majority of 
instances better vision would have prevented 
them.

TNDUSTRIAL Lighting has become an exact science. It is governed by definite 
and detailed rules. There are four major requirements which, if followed, will 
assure efficient and correct illumination. 



1. Quality. Light ni us t In- as correct in qual- 
ity as in quant ity. Direct or reflected glare causes 
eye-strain, harsh shadows, and wasted light. 

Maximum efficiency cannot exist under such con- 
ditions. The color quality of 
the luminare should inert 
the particular requirements 
of individual operations. 



2. Quantity. The foot 
candle illumination should 
be sufficient to allow details 
to be easily discerned, to en- 
able production to he car- 
ried on at maximum speed, 
and to prevent accidents 
and eye-strain. 



3. Proper Control. Kach individual mach- 
ine, operation, and plant requires specific equip- 
ment that will assure perfectly diffused and 
evenly distributed light over the entire work- 
ing area.
